While studying in the Post-Graduate classes 
in the Departaent of Ancient Indian History and Culture, 
University of Calcutta, I was especially interested in 
epigraphy ond nunisristies., Repeated amphseis. leid on 
the Coinage of ancieht slid medieval India in the 
Presidential addresses of the Numismatic society of 
India gradually arew. me to the problems of Indian 
Currency.

I have been working as a Junior Research Fellow on the 
Geographical Dictionary scheme undertaken by the Centre, 
& copy of his article entitled, 'VinSopaka and ita 
Guarter published in the Journal of thea Numismatic 
Soodety of India, vol. XXVI, ppel27~30, ‘This article 
enabled ma to realise that, if the names of the coins 
are taken up first and are diseussed from the angles 
of their metals, waights, legends and devices, then an 
attempt to understand the problems of Indian Currency 
may be easier. Fut, Indian coinenames of the ancient 
and medieval periods are so many? and hidden in so 
varied sources that it is not easy to do any justice 
to them ell. It was, therefore, felt that the coin- 
names may be taken up by parts. Consequently I thought 
it convenient to divide the coins into two classes,viz., 
those which are indigenous in character and those on

the fabulous wealth of the vast Indian 
sub-continent invited foreigners throughout the ages. 
The Persiens and the Gresks, the Scythians and the 
parthians and the Kus@nas ahd the Hnas are some of 
thee who not only played important parts 4n the 
chessboSrd of early Indian politics, but also inspired 
and influenced, immeasurably, various aspects of Indian 
life. Indian coinage was also influenced by the foreign 
coins, a large number of which entered into the country 
mainly through trade and commerce. Foreign traditions 
taking roots in Indian soil and absorbing and assimilating 
trends of Indian numismatic art gave birth to a naw | 
numismatic tradition. In shape and size, in type and 
fabric, in legend and device, as well as in technique 
and stylp,Indian currency received remarkable 


reorientation. Even the splendid gold coinage of the 
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Guptas, which is hardly paralielled in the early 

Indian numismatie series and which has contributed 

much. to- the emergence of the Gupta age da-taahem as the 
Golden age in Indian history, had ite inspiration from the 
gold currency of the Kusanas. What is exceptionally 
interesting in this connection is the extent of foreign 
influence noticed on the nomenclature of Indian coins. 
Nunbering about 4 score, such mamas of Indian coins were 
not only gradually Indianised but also played an important 
part in tha history of Indian nunismatics. But a 
eysmatée-and-e systematic and eritical study of such 
coin-names has not yet been made. in the present thesis, 
an attempt has been made to systematise the seraps of 
information iying scattered in the plethora of sources and 
but also to make a thorough and critical atudy of their 
origins, the different Indieanised forms ef their names, 
their mingling up with Indian names and their weight, 
metal and velue, as far as practicable. 4s ie natural, 
the study hes led to the discovery of many haw facts and 
the modification in certain old views, It is not claimed, 
however, that finality has beon reached on all the 


questions. There are many gaps which will be filled 
in the course of time, with the progress in our study 
of early Indian History and cultures. 
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4s regards the sources, an attempt has been made 

to collect materials from a variety of them, literary and 
archaeological, indigenous and foreign. Tt is well known 
that, while coins help us in corracting traditions and 
elaborating points of history, history in its turn also 
often supplies valuable information about coins. Literary 
| evidence on numismatic problems and their interpretation 
is of special interast. We may refer in this connection 
to the Jain texts angavij ja and the pravyaperiksad. The 
Angavijja, generally taken to have been originally compiled 
in the Kus&na pericd and substantially retouched during 
the Gupta age, contains very important information 
regarding the coinage of those times. Our knowledge

Literary avidenee should, hovever, be utilisad 
very carefully sines the names of coins could have been 
remembered long after the age of their currency or might 
have been later interpolations in old texts. As regards 
inscriptions, it may be said that definiteness of their 
reading, the contemporaneity of their evidence end our 
knowledge about their date make them most the dependable 
sources of information. 

Our study has revealed that, of the coin-nanes 
discussed by us in the thesis, one group (e.g., dramma,

WALGLS < HISTORY 


Deanna, ona of the most popular coinenamas of anclent 
and medieval India, has unanimously been taken as & Sanskritised 
form of the Greek word drachma which éenoted an Attic weight 
88 well as acoin, Greek drachma, a siiver coin equel to 6 
obole, weighed 67.5 grains, The Indo-Greek standard, however, 
was soon modified, the coina of 37 or 33 grains being now 
called drachma or hemiedrachma by different scholars, + 

There is a good deal of controversy among numismatiata 
regerding the earliest use of this coln-name in India. A. | 
Cunningham noticed the word dasa or darma written over the 
back of the deer on several spacimens of the Yaudheya copper 
coins. Ved» Smith read the legend devasya drama bra /“hma 7nya 
on the ebverse of a coin of the Yaudheyas with the remark that 
‘the word drama seems quite clear'. He dated the coin at about 
the second century AeDe, though he could not explain the words” 
SK, Chakraborty thinks that the word is evidently drama and 
the proper reading of thea legend isa Brabnanyedevasya dranna 
meaning the Gramma of Brahmegyadeva or Karttikeya, the titular 
deity of the Yaudheyas. Aecording to him, ‘the tern Gramma ,

darma on the reverse of a coin of the variety th!, 
Aceording to hin, the word is presumably dharaa.” ReCe 
Agrawala points out that the above type of Yaudheya coins 
was of copper while Greek drachma was a silver coin and 
states that it is not possible to read ‘any reference to
